7. Increased appropriations be pro- 


vided for maintenance of the facilities 
constructed by the civilian conserva- 
tion corps during Ihc past three years. 


8. A branch of management in the 


forestry commission bo established to 
manage the state-owned forests and to 
assist industries and other forest land- 
owners in better forest management. 


9. All acts relating to limber theft 


and the regulation of timber cutting 
in Arkansas be incorporated in one act. 


10. A simple method of handling 


timber theft prosecutions under the 
timber theft law be developed. 


11. The administration of all forest 


lands, to which titles is at present con- 
finned in the state, be placed under 
the state forestry commission and 
funds be made available for the effi- 
cient management and protection of 
these lands so, that the state may ob-

Clark Howell, of 


Constitution, Dies 


Atlanta Newspaper Own- 


er Served as Boy Under 


Famed Henry Grady 


ATLANTA, Ga.-m-Clark Howell, 


73, editor and president of the Atlanta 
Constitution, and a director of the As- 
sociated Press, died at his home here 
early Saturday after a two-months 
illness. 


The career of Clark Howell is the 


story of the reporter who became pub- 
lisher of his father's newspaper and a 
director of The Associated Press. It 
included also many chapters of distin- 
guished political service to his state 
ajid the national democratic parly. 


Howell devoted the greater part of 


his life contributing to matters cul- 
tural, material and political in Georgia. 
He was born in South Carolina while 
his mother was a refugee from Gen- 
eral Sherman's army advancing on At- 
lanta but it was in Georgia thai hc 
grcsv lo manhood. 


Twice he was called to render service 


of anlioal importance. He was hon- 
ored by President Harding in his ap- 
pointment to the United States coal 
commission in 1921. In 1922 he was 
again called to a post of national imporl 
as a member of Ihe national transpor- 
tation committee of which Calvin 
Coolidgc, former president, was chair- 
man. 


Howell was the son of the lale Capl. 


Evan P. Howell and Julia (Erwin) 
Howell and was born September 21, 
1863, at Erwinton, S. C., a town which 
took its name from that of his moth- 
er's family. The Howclls lived in At- 
lanta after his birth. He received his 
elementary education in the schools 
of Atlanta and was graduated from 
the University of Georgia in 1883 . 


Served Under Grady 


He joined the rcnorlorial staff of the 


New York Times and after several 
months transferred to the night tele- 
graph desk of the Philadelphia Press. 
In 1881 he returned to Atlanla anil 
joined the staff of the Atlanta Con- 
stitution, of which his father was edi- 
tor. There he came under the tutel- 
age of Henry W. Grady. one of tne 
south's most gifted newspaper men. 


Advancement thereafter was rapid. 


Hc became night editor in 1885. A 
year later he went into politics and at 
the age of 23 was elected to the Geor- 
gia house of representatives. He serv- 
ed three terms there, the last as speak- 
er.

i time, his newspaper work was not in-

Sty, Eye Infection, Occurs Most Commonly 


in Children 


By DR. MORRIS F1SHBE1N

A sty is among the most common in- 


fections of the eye. Usually it repre- 
sents an. invasion, by one of the com- 
mon pus-forming germs, of the glands 
on the eyelids, or, occasionally, of a 
hair follicle, too. The sty may occur 
at all ages, but is most common in 
children. 


They often appear in crops. Some- 


times they are associated with inflam- 
mation of the eyelid, and frequently 
with uncorrected errors of vision. In 
these cases the eye has not been able 


• to protect itself as well against germs 
as it can when effors of vision have 
been, corrected. 


A sty usually acts like a pimple or 


, va- small boil. After a day or two, the 
vsty gets soft and bursts, the infectious 
, material is discharged from it, and re- 
covery follows. 


.Before the sty has softened, its de- 


velopment can sometimes be prevent- 


red by pulling out the hair that runs 


)xthrough it and by treating the spot 
with some antiseptic that is not dang- 
''.erous to the eye itself. 
Y Usually it is wise to apply hot com- 


presses to sties to hasten development 
of th inflammation. Then, as soon as 
a yellow spot is seen, the infectious 
material should be released. Since 
the eye is so delicate an organ, special 
attention of this sort should be sup- 
plied by a competent physician. 


Repeated reformation of sties indi- 


cates that the body has little resistance 
to infection. The susceptible person, 
therefore, should have a physical ex- 
amination and develop suitable hygiene 
to overcome the lack of resistance. 
The diet should be corrected to pro- 
vide, particularly, correct amounts of 
proteins, mineral salts, and vitamins. 


In some instances, when sties form 


repeatedly, physicians collect the germs 
responsible, make a vaccine of dead 
germs, and reinject this into the pa- 
tient, thus developing specific resist- 
ance against the germs that caused 
the sties.

Missouri Doctor Sets Sefe- 


ty Record in All 


Weather 


KANSAS CITY, Mo.-(.T)-On a fog- 


gy day here November 1C, 1929, Dr. 
John D. Brock climbed into the cock- 
pit of his private plane to start tho 
most mutual record in aviation. 


Daily since then, in foul weather or 


fair, the "flying Doe" has taken his 
plane into the air for nt least half nn 
hour. While Charles Lindbergh. Ame- 
lia Earhnrl and others were, thrilling 
the world with daring exploits, the 
quiet-spoken optical manufacturer was 
piling up a safety record unnppornchod 
anywhere in the annals of flying. 


Tho Oh rig of Aviation 


What "Lou" Gehrig, New York Yan- 


kee first basernnn, is to baseball. Dr. 
Brock is to nvintinn. Gehrig hns play- 
ed in more than 1,800 consecutive games 
—Dr. Brock is rounding out bis sev- 
enth year of daily flights. On Novem 
her 15 ho will take his 2.557th consec- 
utive airt rip. 


The woild's most persistent flier has 


been an aviation enthusiast since his 
first ride as n passoiiKOr in 1911. Hi 
wns taught to fly in 1924 by the vet- 
eran "Tex" LaGrone. whose whimsi- 
cal ambition is to be the "oldest living 
pilot." Perhaps that was why Brock 
from the beginning was cautious at 
tho controls. 


Files llain or Shine 


In 1929 he started flying daily to 


prove his contention the weather wns 
never too bad for at least a short spin 
each day. He flow through sunshine, 
lain, fog, snow, sleet and high winds 
to win his point. At the close of the 
first year. Dr. Brock, who used the 
same plane and engine each time, had 
probably done more than any other 
individual to 'prove the reliability of 
modern aircraft. 


No other flier hns ever threatened 


the unique record since hung up by 
the sportsman pilot. The "Doc" him- 
self has no idea how long he will con- 
tinue lo fly daily. "Perhaps I'll quit 
at the end of the 10-year mark," he 
smiles. "Perhaps not." 


Brock, who keeps a chart of each 


flight, estimates he was in the air 425 
hours and flew 50,000 miles the first 
year. He swelled the mileage in 1931 
with a nation-wide air tour. On Oc- 
tober 1 of this year his log book 
showed 6,125 flying hours—and BOO,- 
000 air miles covered in 2,513 flights. 


By now as much as home in the air 


as on the ground. Brock shaves with 
an electric razor while piloting. 
He 


flies one of his three planes regular- 
ly on long business and pleasure trips. 
To keep his daily flights from conflict- 
ing with fishing, his other hobby, he 
purchased a 2,700-acro tract in the 
Ozark mountains in 1934 and built his 
own airport.

NEW YOnK-</P)-Hjgh liquor taxes 


were held by the Institute of Public 
Administration Friday night to be 
the chief cause of continued bootleg- 
ging. 
The Institute suggested that 


lower taxes on beer and wines would 
promote temperance. 


Whereas Congress had expected an 


annual revenue of from $500,000,000 to 
$1,000.000,000, actual income from liquor 
taxes during 
(he 
first two years 


amounted to approximately $400,000,000 
a year, the report said. 


"The reason given for this disap- 


pointing yield," it went On. "is the 
prevalence of the illicit liquor traf- 
fic. The per capita consumption of tax-, 
paid spirits at the present time is only 
29 per cent of what it was in 1914 and 
it is hpld by many persons that the 
difference is accounted for by. boot- 
legging rather than by a decrease in 
consumption."
